To  the  Inhabitants  of  Center  Harbor  quahfied  to  vote 
in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  House 
in  said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same.

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  construction  of  roads  to  be  expended  on  the 
Waukewan  Road  and  raise  the  sum  of  $1,249.50  for 
the  same,  the  state  to  contribute  $2,498.00  or  to  ac- 
cept Class  V  assistance,  the  Town  must  raise  $192.74 
and  the  state  will  contribute  $770.98. 

9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  welfare  work. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  an  agent  or 
agents  to  care  for  the  fountain  at  Center  Harbor  Vil- 
lage. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  an  agent  or 
agents  to  care  for  the  cemeteries  throughout  the 
town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  committee  to 
take  charge  of  the  wharf  and  make  regulations  for 
same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
aid  to  the  Laconia  Hospital  and  if  so,  how  much. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $800.00 
for  the  care  and  equipment  for  fire  department. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $200.00 
for  band  concerts  in  Center  Harbor. 

16.  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to 
any  article  in  the  warrant  and  hear  reports  of  any 
here-to-fore  chosen.

Our  School  Building 

No  major  job  of  remodeling  has   been  necessary 
during  the    past   year.     Drainage    of    the    basement 
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at  the  West  Center  Harbor  school  was  taken  care  of, 
as  well  as  painting  the  building  and  repairing  the 
playground  apparatus.  At  the  Village  school,  new 
doors,  opening  outward,  have  been  provided,  and  a 
rotating  cap  for  the  toilet  ventilator.  This  device  has 
not  proved  very  satisfactory.  The  amount  of  draft,  or 
the  size  of  the  outlet  flue,  is  still  insufficient  for  prop- 
er ventilation. 

Current  Problems  and  Education 

In  these  days  history  is  being  made  rapidly,  and 
our  nation's  leaders  are  attempting  to  solve  great 
problems  such  as  are  caused  by  unemployment,  pov- 
erty, threats  of  war,  high  taxes,  and  many  other  fac- 
tors. It  is  necessary  that  our  boys  and  girls  under- 
stand something  of  what  is  going  on  today,  as  well  as 
the  history  of  years  gone  by.  Each  of  our  schools  is 
provided  with  inexpensive  weekly  newspapers,  printed 
in  language  the  children  can  read,  as  one  important 
step  toward  greater  understanding  of  today's  impor- 
tant developments.  Our  course  in  social  science,  com- 
bining the  work  of  geography,  history,  and  civics  for 
grades  seven  and  eight,  also  is  planned  and  taught 
with  the  fundamental  purpose  of  getting  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  various  factors  that  have  con- 
tributed to  our  complex  modern  civilization. 

Music  Education 

Mr.  Donald  Musgrove,  of  Bristol,  has  been  employed 
as  supervisor  of  music.  He  is  a  graduate  of  New  York 
University  School  of  Music,  and  is  well  prepared  for 
his  work.  He  visits  each  school  weekly,  teaching  the 
class  in  music  and  providing  assignments  to  be  carried 
out  before  his  next  visit.     He  also  spends    one    hour 
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each  week  with  the  school  orchestra  at  the  Village 
school.  His  leadership  is  making  it  possible  for  Center 
Harbor  children  to  have  opportunities  for  music  edu- 
cation equivalent  to  those  offered  in  many  city  schools. 

Alcohol  and  Safety  Education 

Instruction  concerning  the  effects  of  alcohol  and 
other  narcotics  upon  the  human  system  is  required 
by  law.  Recently  a  new  bulletin  for  teachers,  with 
suggestions  for  appropriate  methods  of  instruction, 
has  been  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  need  for  thorough  and  effective  instruction  on 
this  subject  has  become  more  evident  during  the  past 
few  years. 

Frequent  accidents  to  children  on  the  highways 
everywhere  make  necessary  special  attention  to  safety 
instruction,  emphasizing  ways  of  avoiding  danger 
from  automobile  traffic. 

Health  and  Physical  Welfare 

The  children  of  Center  Harbor  as  a  whole  are  in 
good  physical  condition.  The  number  who,  on  examin- 
ation by  the  school  nurse,  show  defects  of  eyesight, 
teeth,  etc.,  is  relatively  small. 

I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  make  this  kind  of 
report.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  evidence  of  faithful 
work  of  school  nurses  and  physicians,  and  good  co- 
operation by  parents,  in  past  years. 

Miss  Nichols  reports  that  plans  are  being  made  for 
a  dental  clinic  which  should  allow  all  children  to  have 
necessary  work  done  on  their  teeth  for  about  half  the 
regular  price. 
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Conclusion 

This  is  one  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  to 
various  people  and  organizations  for  generous  co- 
operation with  the  schools.  The  Red  Cross  of  Center 
Harbor  has  assisted  in  providing  hot  lunches.  Teach- 
ers, school  board,  parents  and  many  others  deserve 
our  gratitude  for  their  willing  cooperation.
